The examiner appreciates Applicants explanation of the benefits of retrofitting an existing palletizing machine. The examiner does not 
agree with Applicants interpretation. As noted below, the amendments to the claims add little in structure, adding intended use. The cited 
prior art discloses this intended use as noted below. Applicant may consider defining its palletizer to better differentiate over the cited prior 



Chugo discloses a palletizing machine because there is the act of a frame receiving a pallet (C2/L27) coupled with a pallet receiving glass 
plates to be stood on end by a robotic arm (C7/L48). Thus, Chugo discloses palletizing as now amended to claims 31 . 41 & 46. 

In response to applicant's argument that the cited prior art does not disclose an interlacing device having drive means operated 
independently of a palletizing machine, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference 
between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art 
structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In this case, whether the interlacing device is functioning is 
irrelevant to a robotic arm stacking glass sheets. In other words, a skilled artisan could merely disconnect the power to Chugo's interlacing 
device, while continuing operation to a robotic arm. 

In response to applicant's argument that the cited prior art does not disclose displacing an interlacing gantry with a palletizing machine 
and relative to a base structure of an interlacing device, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result In a structural, 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the 
prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. Chugo's interlacing device including elements 60, 
114 move up and down between glass sheets to place interlacing material. With respect to FIG. 3, Chugo's interlacing frame 22 defines a 
working envelope for a palletizing robotic ami (C7L48). Thus, the intersection with elements 60, 114 with the palletizing robotic arm 
envelope discloses the limitation of displacing an interlacing gantry within a palletizing machine. And, Chugo's drives 34, 36 effect this 
displacement. 
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
